Big Collie Seizes Little Elizabeth| 


Ely on Bank of Stream 
in Windstorm. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 14.—A beautiful, 

big, white collie dog, a pet on Gen. 
Henry T. Lee’s country place, 12 miles 
south of Columbia, saved the life of 
Elizabeth Ely, 11 years‘old, of 5273 West- 
minster place, St. Louis, in a cyclonic 
windstorm a few days ago. 

After the wind, which overtook the 
child near the bank of a stream, had 
blown her almost to its edge, the dog 
seized her dress, braced himself firmly 
and held her until help came. Had she 
been blown into the stream she would 
have drowned. 

Gen. Lee, who was Commiasarny-Gen- 
eral under the Folk administration, is 
Elizabeth Ely’s uncle. The little girl 
has been visiting at the Lee place for 
several weeks and her cousin, Wilson 
Lee, whose age is the same as hers, 
has been her playmate. 

Gen, Lee Overtook Boy. 

A walk, nearly a quarter of a mile 
long, leads from the house to the roa. 
and the stream runs through the prem- 
ises near the road end of this long path. 
The children had started down this 
walk, hand in hand, to meet the rural 
mail carrier, when those on the porch 
saw a funnel-shaped cloud approaching. 

Gen. Lee feared that the storm would 
strike the children, and ran down 


the walk, hoping to overtake them be-. 


fore the worst of the wind should come. 
In a fence corner he found his little 
boy, lying down and clinging to a post. 
The girl was not, for the moment, ‘n 
sight, for the flying dust, debris and 
the semi-darkness made it impossible 
to see far. 


Dragging the boy along with him, 
Gen. Lee looked for his niece, the 
wind carrying him toward the water. 
Almost at the bank, he heard a dog's 
growl, and stumbled upon the collie 
and Elizabeth. 

Ike Maite Desperate Effort. 

The big, strong dog had seized the 
neck of the girl's dress wit§% a grip like 
that of a bulldog, and had planted his 
feet in the ground. The wind had al- 
most blown him away, and marks in 
the ground, where his feet had slipped, 
showed what a desperate effort he must 
have made to keep his hold. 

Gen. Lee held the. childgen upon, the 
ground and lay upon them. The dog 
crouched down beside them. Gen. Lee 
is of heavy build, and he was able 
thus to hoki them until the wind abated. 

Elizabeth later said the dog, seized 
her just as she was about to be carried 
into the water by the wind.

While her husband, a diver, accidental- 
ly became fastened in the machinery of 
the wreck of the steamer City of Mo- 
line under 16 feet of water in the Mis- 
sigssippi River at Grafton, IlL, Mrs. J. 
L. Jones of St. Louis took charge of the 
life lines Wednesday, directed the pump- 
ing of air to him, watched his signals 
fromm the water, ond gave orders by 
which he was pulled to the surface aft- 
er he had been in peril an hour. 

Jones was engaged to go down to the 
wreck and prepare for the removal of 
the sand pumping machinery from the 
boat, which was sunk Sunday during a 
storm.

Mrs. Elizabeth Goedecke Wants 
Share of $300,000 Estate of 
Herman Thoele. 


GARDEN MADE HIM RICH 


Plaintiff Alleges Ghurch Records 
Prove She Was Christened 
as His Daughter. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Goedecke of 2003 Wyo- 
ming street filed suit Thursday to break 
the $300,000 will of Herman Thocle, who 
was known among St. Louis commis- 
sion merchants as “‘The Water-Cress 
King.”’ 

Mrs. Goedecke is 56 years old. Until 
about two years ego, according to her 
own statement Thursday afternoon, she 
believed she was Herman Thoele’s lie- 
gitimate daughter. She then learned 
she was his natural daughter, but that 
he and her mother had married after 
she was born. — 

Thoele, who for many years was a 
truck gardener in North St. Louis, was 
said to have been the first gardener who 
saw the possibilities of cultivating wa- 
ter cress for this market. It made a 
large fortune for him. 

Shortly before he died in 1911, he 
ordered that at his funeral a carriage 


be provided for each of his tenants. 
Forty carriages were required to carry 


out his dying wish. 
Calls Herself Daughter. 

Mrs. Goedecke in her petition de- 
scribes herself as Thoele’s daughter. 
She alleges that his will, made in 1908, 
was not valid, because it left her a 
bequest of only $1 without describing 
her as the testator’s daughter. 

Evan A. Smith, Mrs. Goedecke’s at- 
torney, states in the petition that he 
will introduce in evidence the clause 
of the will in which $1 was left to Mrs. 
Goedecke. This clause describes her as 
“Elizabeth Goedecke, nee Fehl.’’ 

Thoele was married twice., His first 
wife’s maiden name was Fehl., Why he 
used this name instead of Thoele, fn de- 
scribing Mrs. Goedecke is one of the 
points the Court will be asked to de- 
termine. 

Thoele’s second wife, now hire widow, 
is Mrs. Elizabeth Thoele. Shc Lives at 
the family homestead, 485 North Reon 
clid avenue, 

The widow and her children are named 
as defendants and other defendants are 
other children, Herman Thoele, Annie 
Kuesel, Mary Lindhorst and the trustee 
of the estate, George W. Strodtmann. 

Estate Was Left to Widow. 

The petition alleges that Mrs. Mary 
Lindhorst, one of the heirs, is to re- 
ceive from the estate $125,000 more than 
any of the other heirs under the terms 
of the will. 

The estate was left in trust for the 
widow, to be divided among the children 
at her death. 

Attorney Smith alleges that he will 
show that Biizabeth Goedecke was born 
in 1857 and that the records of St. Paul’s 
German Evangelical Church show that 
three years later she was christened as 
Klizabeth Thoele, daughter of Herman 
Thoele. He says records also show that 
she was married as Herman Thoele’s 
daughter. . 

Mrs. Goedecke told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that her manual labor in her 
father’s truck garden laid the founda- 
tion of his fortune. She toiled -con- 
stantly, she said, and at the same time 
acted as “little mother’’ for the other 
children, one of whom is now Mrs. Mary 
Lindhorst of 4084 North Euclid avenue. 

She alleges that Mrs. LIAndhorst in- 
fluenced her father’s mind against her. 

Careq for Children 10 Years. 

“While my husband, Henry Goédecke, 
had his packing business to look after 
he would spend a* part of every day 
working in father’s truck garden and I 
would care for the other children,” said 
Mrs. Goedecke. “This went on for 10 
years. 

“Then Mrs. Lindkorst told us that my 
father had taken a sudden dislike for 
us and didn’t want us around. At the 
same time she made my father believe 
that we didn’t care for him any more. I 
will bgng too out in the court hear- 
ing.”’ 

Mrs. Goedecke said that when her 
father died she was surprised when she 
found herself referred to in the pub- 
‘shed. death notice as a “stepdaughtér.”’ 

When she asked for an explanation 
Mrs. Lindhorst told her her parents had 
not married until after she was 
born. gUnder the law, it is held, this 
marriage legitimatized the child.

Gossip Ruins Business. 

‘TIT haven’t had a day of comfort since 
I took charge of this store, shortly aft- 
er my marriage,”’ said he. ‘“‘Gossip has 
ruined the business and recently I con- 
cluded to get away from the place. 

‘Mrs. Walsh loves me, I know. She 
loves me so much that she hates me, 
and I love her. 
one little kind word to me now I would 
drop my divorce suit and agree to forget 
the past, but she won't say that one 
little word. She is a good woman, but 
she ‘has an awfil imagination. Shé 
imagined I flirted with every woman 
that came into the store. 

“A woman customer could not sit in 
the store and wait for a prescription to 
be filled without .my °- wife becoming 
jealous. She would accuse the woman 
of being in love with. me and would tell 
me that I was taking too much time in 
filling the prescription just to keep the 
woman in the store. 

“Once she tried for an hour to get a 
heavy glass weight which she wanted to 
throw at me. We had scrambled for 
the weight and it had fallen behind the 
counter. Every time my wife started to 
pick it up a customer would come in. 
She did not want customers to know she 
Was angry. 

She told me once when I was filling 
a prescription for a widow that she 
wished she could annoy me suffictently 
to cause mé to put poison in the medi- 
cine by mistake.

WW DIGGS" TRIAL 


Miss Norris Begins Testimony 
After Defense Fails to Shake 
Companion’s Story. 


MORE TRIPS DISCLOSED. 


Judge Overrules Motion to Show 
Girls’ Relatins With Other 
Men, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 14.—Marsha 
Warrington finished her testimony in the 
Diggs case under the Mann act shortly 


before noon today and was followed on 
the witness stand by Lola Norris. There 
will be no further examination of Miss 
Warrington, either by the defense or 
the Government. Attempts to shake her 
testimony only drew stronger affirma- 
tions and the Court cut short the ques- 
tions as “a minute pursuit of collateral 
matters.” 

There was no attempt to shake Miss 
Warrington’s narrative on cross-exam- 
ination. The defense sought to widen 
her admissions of immorality, and drew 
from her the dates and places of other 
lapses with the defendant, but efforts 
to bring in the names of other men were 
disallowed. Diggs, she said, had induced 
her to leave home against her wishes 
and judgment; it was he who ‘had 
bought her transportation, and their 
trip to Reno had not been merely an 
episode in a platonéc friendship. 

During the cross-examination Diggs 
constantly prompted the questions of 
his attorneys and steadily kept his eyes 
on the girl’s veiled face, but she as con- 
stantly avoided his gaze. When the es- 
sentials of her previous testimony were 
called into doubt che made her answers 
a stronger reaffirmation. 

The courtroom was.startled by the 
emphatic admonitions of the Judge to 
the jury that the case must not be dis- 
cussed by the jurors, particularly with 
any friend of Diggs or F. Drew Cami- 
netti, co-defendant, in another case on 
a like indictment. They must-not even 
allow the case to be mentioned within 
their hearing or read about it in the 
newspapers. 


Want to Question Prosecutor. 
These are the usual instructions to 


jurors, but the emphasis with which they 
were twice repeated by Judge Van Fleet 
gave rise to inquiries which he would 
not satisfy. He refused to discuss his 
reasons and Theodore Roche, who has 
thus far conducte@é tha Government's 
Case, would be no more specific, al- 
though he did say there was reason for 
the Court’s order. One juror admitted 
he had been in company where the case 
had been discussed, but had not joined 
in its .discussion. 

Jnst before adjournment yesterday, 
Nathan Coghlan, for the defense, asked 
permission to place Prosecutor Roche 
on the stand. On the return trip from 
Reno, he said, while all four were un- 
der arrest, Marsha Warrington had giv- 
en to Assistant District Attorney Atkin- 
son of Sacramento a statement of the 
elopement, which was taken down by 
an official court reporter, and which 
was entirely at variance, he was in- 
formed, with her testimony in court. 

Judge Van Fleet held that he had 
no power to compel the prosecution to 
surrender the statement, but was will- 
ing that it should be introduced by 
agreement, and if introduced that it 
should be made the basis of cross-ex- 
amination. Roche resisted the motion.

G. A. R. OBJECTS TO RICE 
STATUE IN HALL OF FAME 


Speech Which Late Minnesota 
Senator Made in 1861 Is Given 
as Cause of Protest. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 14.—Minnesota 
members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, in a resolution presented to. 
Gov. Eberhart yesterday, opposed plac- 
ing of a statue of Henry M. Rice, one 
of Minnesota’s first representatives in 
the United States Senate, in the Hall 
of Fame at the national capital. The 
last Legislature appropriated $7500 for a 

statue, 

The reason assigned is the following 
extract of a speech said to have been 
made by Rice in the Sen&te in 1861: 

‘‘We will do all that we honorably can 
to keep the Southern States with us, 
but if they are determined to leave us 
they might go in peace. Having spent 
my life on the Great Lakes, the rivers 
and plains of the Northwest, being one 
of the early settlers of four states, I 
wish to say that I don’t believe that 
either one of them will vote a dollar 
for coercion,”

‘Now, immunity does not always mean 
cure. For instance, antitoxin will cure 
every case of diphtheria, if adminis- 
tered early enough; but if the admin- 
istration is delayed too long, the pa- 
tient, though immunized, may die from 
other causes developed during the dis- 
ease. The Fire Department may be able 
to put out the fire, but may not be able 
to save the house, which it might have 
done had it arrived early enough. 5So 
with Von Ruck’s vaccine. 

“In latent and very early cases of in- 
fectious disease, immunity is tantamount 
to cure. The cases in which this method 
is indicated are, first, those who have 
been exposed to infection, whether there

It made no difference to Mu-phy what sort 
of man Sulzer was, or what sort of Governor he 
made, or how much money he misused or how 
contemptibly he betrayed the confidence of his 
triends, provided he did his will, appointed tne 
men he specified and approved the measures he 
wante’, regardless of the public interest. 

The reason Sulzer was impeached was demon- 
strated when the Murphy majority in the House 
of Representatives, after Sulzer’s impeachment, 
passed the measures that Sulzer had vetoed. 
There was never a more disgraceful exhibition of 
triumphant exultation and greedy bossism. 

Murphy is far worse than Sulzer. His bossism 
is more intolerable than Sulzer’s contemptible 
conduct. Sulzer is vain and weak. Murphy is 
strong and unscrupulous. Sulzer would prefer to 
do right if he had the strength. Murphy cares 
nothing for right or wrong; he wants the spoils 
and uses his strength to get them. 

Sulzer’s downfall seems just, but it is a vic- 
tory of the worst forces in New York politics. 

_If the New York people do fiot see the force of 
the Sulzer incident; if they do not overthrow the 
boss who foisted a crook on them and then 
exposed and ruined him because he refused to do 
the crooked will of the boss, thoy are dead in 
trespasses and sins. 

The issue is not now Sulzer against Murphy, 
but the New York people against crooked bossism.

The more 
than 300 American cities which have abolished 
wards to elect a city directorate at large, are 


better worth while to get efficient management 
of the city’s affairs considered as a whole, than’ 
it is to have loose, extravagant, disorderly city 
management, with compensating small personal 
favors. Not one of the cities which has adepted 
the new plan could be induced to go back to the 
old ward plan. They have not gained all they 
hoped for, but they are going forward for more, 
not backward to the discarded system. _ 

Second.—Create a city directorate, workably | 
compact, its members elected by the whole city, 
with complete authority over and responsibility 
for all branches of municipal] business, including 
the public schools.. Under such a government, 
it will no longer be necessary to set the schools 
apart under a separate sovereignty, in order to 
prevent them from becoming the prey of ward 
politicians. And the schools, being an essential 
portion of the city’s business, should be managed 
in close relation with all other. portions of that 
business. 

Third.—Limit elective offices to a Mayor-Gen- 
eral Manager, whose duty it shall be to execute 
the policies of the directorate; a Comptroller 
keeping an independent check on city income and 
Loutgo, and the members’ of a one-chamber as- 
sembly. 

Fourth.—Recognize the fact that the city’s 
business is the largest in the city, and that it 
needs to be managed by first-class men, by pay- 
ing salaries which will enlist such men. 

Fifth.—Give the Mayor-General Manager a six- 
year term, and elect one-third of the directorate 
every two years for six-year terms. Get able men 
the only way you can get them, by paying them 
what they are worth, and by making it possible 
for them to carry forward comprehensive’ policies 
without frequent interruptions. 

Sixth.—Make it easily possible for the people 
to initiate legislation and to obtain a referendum 
on legislation enacted by the Council, and have 
the recall for elective officers, but on such terms 
it cannot be wsed by little discordant cliques.

Eighth.—Anuthorize the city to build or buy, 
own and operate, all public utilities now in use 
or that hereafter may be needed. 

Ninth.—Authorize the city to pay for all non- 
revenue-producing public improvements by levy- 
ing special assessments upon property to be 
benefited by such improvements. 

Tenth.—Make it mandatory upon the city gov- 
ernment to create a merit system covering all 
places in the city service below the grade of 
heads of departments. The peoplée’s business 
house has the same right, and the same need, to 
obtain efficient employes, trained for their sev- 
eral tasks and retained during good behavior, 
that every private business has. 

Eleventh.—Divide the city’s business into de- 
partments (law, public service, public safety, fi- 
nance, public utilities, etc.), each headed by a di- 
rector to be appointed by the Mayor. Authorize 
the Council to fix the salaries of all city em- 
ployes. Include a Department of Public Welfare, 
as in Cleveland. 

Twelfth—Authorize the city, if this be pos- 
sible under existing State law (and if not then 
‘make it contingent on a probable permissive 
change in State law), to assess land and im- 
provements separately, and to place a lower as- 
sessments on improvements than on land. Also 
authorize the city to collect a land increment 
tax, to discourage the “vacant lot industry” and 
encourage improvements.

Under the new system the city establishes cab 
stands, near hotels and at other points of vant- 
age, and indicates the number of vehicles that 
ean stand there. Each stand is marked by a tall 
‘standard, lighted at night to guide the wayfarer. 
‘Taxicab inspectors will be on duty to enforce the 
new rules. 

Hereafter in New York a taxi ride of a mile 
will cost one or two persons 50 cents, each added 
mile 40 cents.
